An Interesting Survey. 
. London, January 13. 

Several matters are protracting the Washington Conference.the 
end of which is not so clearly in sight es it seamed « week ago. The 
Shantung question is not. yet firally eettled, but it im reported that 
the Sino-Japanese Delegations bere telexraphed homeward ‘the 
compromise proposals emanating from Mir. Hughes and Me. Balfour 
under which China will accept a loan from Japan for the purchase 
of the railway, instal 2 Japanese engineer and accountant and 
appoint a Chinese trafic manager. Meanwhile, White House has 
made it known that a settlement of this question is regarded as one 
_of the mos? essential features of the conference. 

An interesting development of the general Chinese question is 
that the American delegation bas requested the Chinese to submit 
a list of the Treaties between China and the Powers in which it is 
considered, that China's sovereign rights in matters of trade are in- 
fringed. Mr. Hughes in nowise insends to force the consideration of 
such treaties at the Conference but it is believed that China's claim 
in this respect might be met by the Conference adopting a broad 
principle, cutting acroes such infringement. The Chinesa have so 
far furnished 2 list of fifteen instrnments in which they find « matter 


forcomplaint. The number may later be increased.

in the event of s violation of Articles 42,43, or 44 of the Treaty of 
Versailles thirdly, Britain and France will act together in the event 
ofany military, naval, and aerial messures by Germany | contrary to 
the Treaty of Versailles; foarthly, the treaty doss nobimpose any 
obligation upon the British Dominions until they have approved it; 


fifthly, the treaty will remain in force for ten years renewable by : 


common agreement.

France is insisting on 
the payment of reparations on the scale laid down by the 
Versailles Treaty, though by the Wiesbadden Agreement, 
signed by Herr Rathenau and M. Louchear, she has consent- 
edto receive a certain amount in kind ipstead of in cash. 
Germany maintains that she cannot pay that amount at 
‘the present time aud has asked for a moratorium. Her 
statesmen’ have pleaded incapacity and have presented facts 
and figures in support. Britain believes Germany to be 
honest in this respect and ler financial experts have rec- 
ommended the granting of the moratorium asked for. The 
romised Genoa Conference was to be held for the purpose of 
pearing the representatives of both Russia and Germany on 
the question of restoring the trade.of Europe. Freak poli- 
ticians have looked askance at all these proceedings; they 
still fear Germany and the spirit of mistrust goes so far 
as to preclude countepancing anything that aims at placing 
Germany on a better footing. Bearing that in mind it is 
not hard to un-lerstand the hostility which "SI. Briand has 
earned for f .nself. He has tried to work in with Mr. 
Lloyd George, though he strove hard in Washington on 
behalf of French naval strength: Britain and America 
have intimated their determination to assist France ip the 
event of an wuoprovoked attack upon her, but such 
puarantees do not, apparently, meet with what is rer uired 
y French statesmen themselves. They want a France 
strong and independent. a France which is getting back 
from Germany some of the losses that lately-militant 
country inflicted, they want & France unmenaced by their 
neighboor. Two different schools of thought are struggling 
for the.upper band in Europe, the one seeking to help 
Europe as a whole by means of an all roynud, arrangement, 
the other fearful that assistance to Germany will spell 
danger to France. Which is the right? ;

XOT A TRADE UNTOS, : 

The mombers of the Imperial 
Merchant Sarvice Guild, repres- 
anting the majority of masters and 
officers af the Britigh Merchant 
Service, have decided, by a sud- 
atantial majority, against canver- .

MANNING OF MERCHANT SHIPS.

4, BaD MONTH FOR THE CLYDE. 

November has proved to be tha 
worst month of the year for the 
Clyde as far as shipbuilding is 
concerned. The output has been 
only about 15,880 tons. and the 
total for the yearso far has only 
been about 422,000 tons—the pro- 
duct of one yard in normal times 
There are hopes that with tha 
new yaar there will be some signs 
of returning vitality in the ship- 
building trade. 

REVIVAL OF GERMAN 
. SHIPPING. 

A Berlin message to the Journal 
of Commerce, states —German 
commercial sbippinog continues 
to make progress in renewing in 
pre-war conections. The Ham- 
burg-American liners on the 
three-weekly service from Ham- 
borg will henceforth call at 
Halifax.. The employment of the . 
steamer Wortemburg. on the 
North Amoricsn service fulfills 
the Hamburg America-Harriman 
agreement that 6 per cent. of the 
Atlantic service be done in 
Germen ships. The monthly 
services to the West Indies are to 
be increased by the employment’ 
of three new 5,500 ton steamers, 
which will pass through the 
Panama Canal, calling at West 
Coast Guatemala. Ihe passenger 
service to Rio, Buenos Agres, is 
to be restored, beginning in 
December with two vessels with 
first and third-class passenger 
sccommodation. The “Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung reports that 
the German Australian Company 
hopes soon to  regume the 
Australian service with steamers 
calling at some South African 
port. 

U.S. ENGINE ROOM CREWS. 

Not unnaturally, the American 
public, interested in shipping from 
the taxpayer's point of view, has 
been much perturbed by the 
details which have been published 
inthe native and foreign press . 
concerning the very much larger 
crews which are carried by DU. S. 
ships than by their European and 
Japanese competitors. There is: 
a demand tor reduction all roond 
and, of course, thare are adequate 
answers to it produced as soon as. 
itis made. People cannot ander- 
stand why.U. 8. seanies should 
require so many stewards to look 
after their bodily comfort: but 
the obvions answer to this seems 
to be that unless they were 
ia this fasbion there would be very 
few U. S. seamen st alk to worry 
about one way or the other. Then 
comes the question of oilers, aod 
why special ratings are carried 
in U. 8S. ships and seldom in 

others, except, of course, in the 
case of liners or the better class ~ 
The other is 
that for all their cilers the 
engines of the U. 3. tramp 
‘steamers do not seem to be 
particularly clear of breakdown, 
auyhow.— Journal of Commerce. °
